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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argue that Zhu does not disclose the 
database trigger limitation as recited in independent claims 1 , 8, and 15 of the instant Application. It is noted that Zhu does in fact teach 
"using said database server to detect execution of database triggers for updating status flags in said web page cache table" in column 6 
lines 33-67, wherein Zhu teaches a signature created in stored in a database to determine when an updating interval is indicated, through 
a coherency management module. The applicant argues that a "database trigger is a stored procedure" and Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As per Figure 1 of the instant application, stored procedures and triggers in a database are separate entities, and the definition 
of a stored procedure does not apply to the trigger. Nowhere in the claim is a stored procedure mentioned, so the use of the definition is 
not applicable. Also, nowhere in the claims do SQL commands appear. The specification cannot be read into the claims when examining 
claims. The use of the signature in Zhu as triggers in a database to indicate updating covers the instant application, and the 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejection stands. 
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
